The motor vehicle is the largest 


Single source of revenue for the 
State sales tax, according to the 
California State 


Automobile As- 
sociation in a statement citing fi- 
gures recently released by the 
State Board of Equalization. Out 
of the total amount of sales taxes 
collected in California during the 
first eleven months of last year, | 
motor vehicle buyers paid the sum 
of $3,657,486, or nearly eight per | 
cent of the entire sales tax col-| 
lected. 

In addition to taxes paid on mo- 
tor vehicle taxes, dealers and gar- 
ages collected from motorists on | 
the sale of accessories a total of | 
$3,043,287, or more than six per | 
cent of the total collections. Thus | 
in the sales tax alone, it is pointed | 
out, motor vehicle owners contri- | 
buted nearly fifteen per cent of | 
the entire amount collected. 

With the sales tax and various | 
ether levies, motor vehicle own- 
ers as a class are paying a far 


greater proportionate share of

“BACK LASH” NOISE 

A slight jerk accompanied by 
a banging noise whenever the 
engine picks up the weight of the 
car, or the car begins to “drive” 
the engine, as on a grade, indi- 
cates what is commonly known as 
“back lash.” This is caused by 
looseness in the driving mechan- 
ism somewhere between the en- 
gine and the rear wheels.
